Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965. 

According  to  the  Registrar*  General ' s estimate  the  population  has 
decreased  from  3370  to  3330. 

The  birth  rate  (10.6)  is  lower  than  last  year  (12,4)  and  much  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wades  (11.5) 

Again  as  for  many  years  past  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  in 
diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

There  were  44  cases  of  infectious  diseases  all  of  which  were  Measles. 

One  case  of  Tuberculosis,  a mild  male  pulmonary,  was  notified  during 
the  year. 

There  has  been  further  damage  to  Council  water  mains,  sewers  and 
houses  due  to  mining  subsidence. 

Plans  for  joint  sewage  xrorks  with  the  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  Dural  District 
Council  and  The  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  Urban  District  Council  are  well  advanced. 

One  house  h.  s been  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  one  was  under 
construction  by  private  enterprise  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  waiting  for  Council  houses  is  69  and  the 
number  of  fresh  applications  received  during  the  year  was  34. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  shops  and  canteens  in  the  district 
is  most  satisfactory. 

Good  progress  continues  to  be  ma.de  in  the  implementing  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  i960. 
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During  the  year  a Meals  on  Wheels  Service  was  increased  and 
now  twelve  elderly  infirm  people  are  supplied  with  two  hot  meals  a 
week  under  this  scheme. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairman,  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council,  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council  and  the  General  Practitioners 
in  the  locality  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

In  particular,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Surveyor  and  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr  T.H.  Farrell  for  valuable  assistance  throughout 
the  year.

General  Provisions  of  the  Health  Services  in  the  Area 
Hospitals 

All  hospitals  except  a few  private  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes  are  under 
the  Sheffield  Regional  Board.  The  County  Homes  for  the  aged  and  infirm  are 
under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council.  When  their  residents  take  ill  they 
become  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 


Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  every  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday  afternoon  at 
the  Centenary  Methodist  Church,  Heashau  Road,  Moira.  The  ante-natal  Clinics 
are  held  at  Bridge  Road,  Coalville  and  the  Tuberculosis  Clinics  at  Markfield 
Hospital  under  the  Regonal  Hospital  Board.  Relaxation  classes  for  pregnant 
mothers  are  held  at  Ivanhoe  Community  Centre,  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  on  Wednesday 
mornings  except  during  school  holidays. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Service  throughout  Leicestershire  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  from  eight  ambulance  stations.  The  whole  fleet  is  equipped  with  twoway 
radio  communication  and  all  ambulance  movements  are  controlled  from  the  Ambulance 
Headquarters  at  5,  Ireton  Road,  Leicester.  A 24  hours  service  is  provided. 

The  Ambulance  Service  in  North  West  Leicestershire  is  provided  by  The  County 
Council  from  the  Coalville  Ambulance  Station,  where  four  ambulances  and  three 
dual  purpose  vehicles  are  based  to  give  24  hour  service. 

During  1965  vehicles  based  in  the  Coalville  Ambulance  Station  ce.rricd 
23,  232  patients  a total  of  811,  990  miles.  With  the  opening  of  the  M.l  Motorway 
extension  to  Markfield  and  beyond,  the  Coalville  Ambulance  Station  has  become 
responsible  for  dealing  with  emergencies  in  certain  Sections.  So  that  this 
responsibility  can  be  carried  out  more  efficiently,  an  ambulance  equipped  to 
Sake  it  particularly  suitable  for  motorway  work  is  to  be  based  at  Coalville. 

Colliery  accidents  are  removed  by  ambulances  provided  by  The  National 
Coal  Board  stationed  at  Nailstone  and  Rav/don  Collieries.
